THIS LIFEBOAT WON'T UPSET. 


The Apparatus Designed by a French- 
mean Saccessfully Tested. 


Launching a lifeboat, as everyone knows, 
ise difficultand delicate operation. Franoe 
now comes forward with a new method of 
launching @ lifeboat. Ordinarily a iife- 
boat 18 launched by the crew, ani, if suc 
cesefully launched, ie carried out on the 
receding wave, but not until some members 
of the crew have received # complete 
drenching. If the first attempt is not a 
success the boat ie thrown back oo the 
beach, and the start must be made once 
more.. This new non-sdbmersible lifeboat 
does away with any pvesibility of failure 
and permite the boat to be put in the 
water completely manned, the crew in 


their places, ready to bend to the oars 
without mishap or delay. : 

The trial took place at Boulogne-sur- 
Mer, where is located the seeond eldest 
life-saving station in the world. It was 
established as long ago as 1825. The men. 
are both French and English. 


THE NEW APPARATUS, 


which ts the invention of EK. de Poilly, 
consists of an inclined plane or shipway, 
with rails reaching down to the water's 
sdge and having an angle of about twenty- 
two degrees; also of an automatic car, 
perfectly poised and formed of .wo frames 
which can be folded together at a moment's 
notice. 

A movable support is fastened to the 
two lower edges of the.under frame and 
hoids the upper frame in a position which 
may be varied from the horizontal to the 
necessary inclination for the automatic 
launching of the lifeboat, The >0r, held 
in position by a chain winding around a 
windlass, glides on the rails of the ship- 
}way, carrying the boat horizontally on the 
upper frame work, and in this position the 
boat is launched, provided the tide is ~~ 
enough. At low tide the supports may 
manipulated so as to give the boat the 
preper angle at the instant_it reaches the 
sea. 

At a given signal a whistle was heard 
and the crew olambered into the boat. A 
second whistle meant ‘Get recdy!” At 
the third a heavy rumble was heard, then 
a splash and the boat was in the waves. 
Twenty vigorous arms manned the cars, 
which at once began to dipin anieon. In 
the bow stood a pilot, a long boathook in 
hia hand, and in the stern, manoeurving 
an immense oar which served him as e 
rudder, was the captain. 

ANOTHER EXPRLRIMENT 


consisted in establishing a REEDS 
between the shore and a wrecked veese 
The honor of this new appliance belongs to a 
modest mechanic of the country named De 
Cazin. He very adroitly substituted for 
the traditional ring supporting the basket, 
the great defect of which was that tne 
friction rubbed and frayed the rope upon 
which it elid, a little apparatus formed of 
two pulleys adjusted on the same pian, the 
cable passing between the grooves of these 
pulleys. 

The haweer gun was charged and threw 
a line witha rod attached 500 feet towards 
the vessel.

ENORMOUS WEALTH FOUND IN ICE. 
BOUND ISLANDS. 


apparently Inexhausctible Supply ef Mas- 
todontc Tasks—Bilis Absolutely Cover 
ed with the Bones, Tasks and Teeth of 
Eiephants, Rhinecereses and Huffa 
locs—Hardships ef the Ivory Hunters

Paragraphs have appeared in the news- 
papers from time to time about a wealth of 
mammoth ivory on the desert coasts of 
Northern Siberia, but many pecple seem to 
segard such tales as more or less tabulous, 

nd may be giad to have a connected 

account of what is really known about New 
Biberia and its mammoth tuske, 
ON ARCTIC ISLANDS. 

While voyaging along the stores of Sibe- 
ria, the Rugsians from time to time caught 
glimpees of islands in the sea far to the 
north; but none Janded on them or laid 
them down on the imap with accuracy. In 
1760 a Yakut named Eterikan eaw a large 
island to the northeast of the mouth of the 
Lena, and his account raised the interest 
of the fur hunters. 

Among these zealous traders none was 
more active and more successful than an 
adrenturer, Liakot! or Liachov, who for a 
long time had been collecting mammoths’ 
bones and tuske on the barren plains of 
Northern Siberia, In 1750 Liakoff had 
gathered great quantities of this fossil ivory 
from the dreary wastes between the rivers 
Chotanga and Anadyr ;and during his wan- 
derings he had heard vague rumors Of is- 

lands inthe Arctic Ocean, 

in the Spring of 1770 he was at Savaiatoi 
Nose—or the Holy Cape—a bold promon- 
tory running out into the polar sea, about 
two hundred miles east of the mouth of the 
Lena,

_ merchant who had settled at Yakutsk, who 
sent his agent, Sannikoff, to explore the 
islands and to try to discover new deposits 
of fossil ivory. Sanniko% discovered to the 
east of Kotelnoi another large island, which 
he called Faceyetiskoi; and in 1806 Siro- 
vatskoi’s son discovered a third large 
island still further to the east, which was 
afterward called New Siberia. These 
newly discovered islands were, like the 
former, full of fossil ivory. 

IMMENSE DEPOSITS OF IVORY. 

In 1809 Count Romanzoff sent M. Heden 
strom to explore the Islands, fitting him 
out at hie own expense, Hedenstrom 

. reached Liakofi’e first isiand, and was 
amazed at the prodigious stores of fossil 
ivory it contained ; for although the ivory 
hunters had for forty years reguiariy 
carried away each year large quantities o: 
ivory fromthe island, the supply 6f ivory 
in it appeared to be not in the least dimin- 
ished. 

In about half a mile Hedenstrom saw ten 
tusks of elephants sticking ap in the sand 


west coast of the island was always covered 
with elephants’ tuske after a gale, leading 
him to hope that there was an endiess 
amount of ivory under the sea. 4 


ANOTHER GREAT PIND, 


Heden«trom and Sannikoff went on to 
Korelnoi and new Siberia, and they found

THE HOME SITUATION. 


Here they tell us they cannot grow corn 
with cufficient profit to enable them to 
compete in the market with foreign grain, 
and they further add/that they canuot rear 
beef and mutton in competition with foreign 
Granting, for present purposes, 
that this is perfectiy true, does it neces- 
sarily follow that all other doors of profit- 
able enterprise are clcsed upon them ? Are 
foreign powers to grow rich in our gold by 
supplying use with necessaries which we 
cannot, or rather will not, supply for our- 
eelves? Is our land to lie idle, and our 
country laborer to starve, or rush to swell 
the ever-increasing population of the 
towns? 

Surely if a little country like Denmark 
can find employment, ay, ard grow rich on 
butter-making, we may take a lesson from 
her, and see if something cannot be done 
to alleviate <he misery of pastoral England. 
Naturally, expeditions starting for the 
North Pole have all their food supplies 
thoroughly analyzed before deciding defin- 
itely which are the most suitabie. Dr. 
Fridtjof Nansen took only Danish butter, 
much compressed, with him on his four or 
five years’ experimental drift through Polar 
ice, and Mr. Frederick Jackeon, who siart- 
ed from our shores last summer, is similarly 
equipped ; for, although he chose every- 
thing English as far as possible, he found 
our butter did not etand the severe tests 
equaliy well with Danish.

It is 
these countries that supply us with eggs, 
which are not obtained on large egg farms 
at all, but. from the village folk with their 
half-dozen fowls or so. These cottagers 
sell them to the egg collectors, who are 
continually going their rounds, and when 
they have obtained a sufficient number 
they pack them securely in boxes and send 
them to England. 


TRADE CHEATS. 


Nething New Mas Been Developed in Many 
Centuries. 

Cheating ia trade is no new thing. It 
was practiced in the fourteenth century as 
well as the nineteenth, Que town’s records 
contain many cases of summary jurisdiction 
in matters affecting the price, weight and 
quality of food, clothing and other things. 
We cull a few from the archives of the city 
of London., In 1348 proceedings were 
taken against a butcher for selling putrid 
meat. Three reasons were alleged against 
this conduct at his trial before the Mayor 
and Aldermen. It was deceitful and dis- 
honest ; dangerous to the publics health ; it 
brought scandal and disgrace upon the 
Mayor, corporation and all the inhabitants 
of the city that a Londoner should behave 
so. After investigation he was found 
guilty, ad condemned to be taken, with 
thie bad meat carricd in front of him, to 
the pillory in Cornhill, and while he stood 
tterein the carrion he had tried to sell was 
burned under hie nose. 

It is well known that the pillory was an 
instrument in which the culprit was fixed, 
incapable of movement, exposed to the 
contempt of the people. The offence of 
the culprit was always publicly proclaimed, 
and according to the views of the epecta- 
tore, the puaishmert might be severe or 
ovherwise. If they disliked the o:jense or 
the offender, their contempt wonld take 
the proverbial and torcib!e form of rotten 
eggs and dead cate, and the trader would 
make a closer acquaintance with his own 
wares, both raw and cooked, than he might 
find pleasant. 

A publican, convicted of eelling unsound 
and unwholesome red wine, was sentenced 
to drink a draught of the same etuff which 
he sold to the common people, the remainder 
being poured on his head, and compelied to 
foreswear the calling of a vintner in the city 
of London forever, unless he could obtain 
the favor of the King. A note on the 
record states that he was readmitted five 

ears later.

English Walnut.—Chop very fine, or

IRISH EMIGRATION DECREASING. 


A Possible Symptom ef Better Times at 
/ Present in the Emerald isle. 


The emigration from [reland to other 
courtries was actually less last year than 
in any year since 1851, end relatively lower 
than in any yearexcept between 1876 and 
1878. The total was 35,959, all but sixty- 
four of whom were Irish born. It was 
12,287 lower than in 1893, nearly 15,000 
lower than in 1592, nearly 24,000 lower 


than in 1891, less than half the total of 
1888, and iess than one-third the total for 
1883. 


Ireland has suffered more severely from 
losses by emigration than any other coun 
in the world. In the year 1841 the 
population of Ireland wee 8,200,000. The 
populacion of England at that time, with 
Wales included, was 16,000,000, o¢ less 
than twice as great. The population of 
Scotland was 2,600,000. England and 
Wales have been steadily increasing ever 
since, and sow number 30,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. Scotland-has been steadily incress- 
ing aleo, and now numbers 4,000,000 
inhabitants. Ireland, on the other hani, 
through the loeses from emigration, has 
declined from 8,500,000 to 4,5.0,000. An 
interesting computation has recently been 
made of the provinces of Ireland from. 
which emigration has come. In forty-five 
years the province of Munster, which 
includes a majority of the counties of the 
south of [reland, has lost 1,250,000 inhabi- 
tants by emigration. Ulster, in the north, 
has lost 1,050,000. Leinster in the east 
of Ireland has lost 669,00, and Connaught 
in the west of Ireland, a more sparsely 
populated region, has lost 540,000. Com- 
pared with the figures of forty year: ago, 
Munster has lost 85 cent., Ulever 56, 
Leinster 47, and Connaught 63.

A POWERFUL ICE BREAKER. 


Bt Tackled With Success Three Feet of

The people of Flensburg were_a little 
anxious last winter. As a usual thing 
steamers are able to reach their docks in 
ny month of the year, bat north Europe 
was frozen up a good deal of the time last 
winter, the oldest inhabitants were sure 
they had never befcre seen .such Arctic 
weather. Flensburg is a big town at the 
head of a long, narrow fiord on the Baltic 
coast of Schleswig-Holstein, and it is a 
serious matter to have the harbor freeze up 
and cut the town off from her usual inter- 
course by sea with the rest of the world. 

It seemed as though the cold wave had 
come to stay permanently, and the Board 
of Commerce met to debate the question 
what could be done to defeat the unwel- 
come visitor. They decided to keep the 
large tug Adler plying up and down the 
fiord, breaking the ice us fast as it formed. 
The plan worked well fora few days. Then 
came an uncommonly large instellment of 
frigidity from the Arctic regions, and ina 
single day the ice blanxet in the harbor be- 
came 

FIFTEEN INCHES THICK, 

The tug Adler at once threw up her 
contract, and went out of business as an 
ice breaker. 

It happened that there were sundry 
large cargoes of coal, wheat, and other 
commodities due at Flensburg, and it 
wouldn’t be long before they were badly 
needed. They might be sent by rail, but 
that would be rather expensive, and hence 
the idea was repugnant to the frugal North 
German mind. The Board of Commerce 
met again to consider the frigid situation. 
They had seen in newspapers that a won- 
derful ice breaker apparatus had been 
attached to the bow of the Government 
steamer Sperber. Anything worth having 
is worth asking for, and so the Board 
promptly asked the Government to send 
the Sperber to their fiord and break the ice. 

It wae not long before the steamer ap- 
peared off the entrance to the harbor, 
pushing ahead of it a curious looking con- 
trivance. It was an oval shaped construce 
tron of eteel, and though very heavy it 
would float alone. In front it curved 
gradually upward, and in the rear was a 
wedge-shaped indentation into which the 
bow of the steamer was inserted. The 
appliance wae securely attached to the 
vessel by means of chains and steel fix- 
tures. 

THE ICE BRIDGE 

stretched away up the harbor, and the 
Sperber moved on the enemy at a speed ot 
about three and a half milesan hour. When 
it reached the ice the upward curve of the 
steel contrivance naturally forced it up on 
the ice surface. itsown weight was euf- 
ficient to break ice six inches thick, but the 
forward pressure of the vessel behind it 
gave it a very powerful leverage, and the 
ice would ave to be very thick indeed to 
witnsiand the ult. 

The vessel about to break a wide 

sage through ice that was not over a 
foot thick without losing any headway. In 
places the ice was three feet thick, end in 
the most difficult part of the advance the 
steamer had to go astern five times in order 
to recover its headway. But no ice was 
met that could not be broken. The steam- 
er torced her way through twenty-two 
miles of soiled ice without herself running 
the slightest risk of damage from impac: 
with the mase. A large crowd cheered her 

eartily as she came up to the docks ; aad 
ihe kept the passage slear for the steam 
freighters until the cold.had moderated so 
far that thet the tug Adier was able to do 
all the ice breaking that was necessary.

‘DELUSIVE STICK INSECT. 


,CANNOT DISTINGUISH IT FROM A 
T « WHEN IT IS STILL. 


@ne oe: a Remarkable Family—Seme eof 
its Relatives Pray and Others Practise 
Various Deceptions—They Alse Fight 
—Many ef Them Are Very large. 


Unique among the insect creation are the 
stick insects, which have the peculiar gift 
of making others believe that they are in- 
animate objects. This insect is commonly 
met with in the high, dry, yellow grass of 
Nyasealand, in South Africa, When it is 
in repose, with its legs streiched closely 
against its back, it is difficult to believe 
that it ie not a dry twig. It is necessary to 
touch it in order to find that it is alive. 
The ineects smaller and weaker than iteelf 
which do this are eaten as a reward for their 
inquiring spirit. 

The. twig insect undoubtedly lives by 
ita shape, which helps to provide it with 
food at a minimum of exertion. It enables 
it to escape from all sorte of dangers. 
Other animals with a taste for insect food 
seldom detect it owing to ite.twig-like ap- 
pearance. Moreover, it is hardly worth 
their while to trouble about such an elusive 
animal. 


But no animal seems born to enjoy this 
life without worries and enemies. It appears 
that there is a curious and large toad that 
makes a specialty of finding twig insects. 
This toad would rather hunt twig-insecte 
than eat the juicieet and most easily caught 
green flies. 

The stick insect is a member of the 
mantis group,several members of which have 
remarkable qualities. One of them, per- 
haps the best known, is the praying maatia. 
When in repose it appears to be on ite knees, 
and its forelegs are raised and clasped to- 
gether hike the hands of a person at prayer. 
As it has large eyes, which it turns upward, 
its whole attitude suggests that it is en- 
gaged in earnest prayer. 

The mantis family includes the leaf in- 
sect, the spectre insect and several others. 
They have the power of imitating leaves 
and blades of grass. 

The mantidae have anarrow, compressed 
and ee pair abdomen and a long thorax. 
The head is triangular, with two large eyes, 
three emall stemma:iceyes and lorg, bristie- 
like antennae. The wings fold in fan-like 
manner,and the wing-coversare lorg, narrow 
and thin. 

The second and third pair of legs are 
long and slender and are used oniy for 
locomotion, The firet pairare used as 
weapons of combat and instruments of 
prehension, and in the case of the praying 
mantis for the pu of deluding the 
pious. One part of the leg closes on another 
so tightly as to cut likes pair of scissors, 
All the mantidae have a habit of waiting 
for their prey. 

Many of them—as for example, the stick 
insect—are very large. Some . South 
American ones arefour inches in length. 
They are usually very pugnacious, fighting 
much among themeelves. A fight usually 
ends in one of the combatants losing his 
head. The victor eats the remains,

PAPER SAILS. 
They Will New Re Usel ou Light Salt 
; tng Vessels. 


It ie now quite certain that a paper pulp 
composition will be employed in making 
sails for light vessels. The sails made on 
this new plan are not woven from strand? 
or threads, but are made up from compresa- 
sed sheets, these being cemented and rivet- 
ed together insuch way as toforma smooth 
andstrong union. The first process of man- 
ufacturing consists in preparing the pulp in

JUST FOR COD. 


Life Is Ne Joke te Men on Fishing Smacks 

Codfishing nowadays means work night 
and day while on the trip, very little time 
being yiven to sleep. The most common 
way of catching cod now employed is by 
trawle, which have taken the place of hand- 
ines. A trawl is made of three lines of 
about fifty fathoms each, or about 1,000 
feet in total length. On theee long lines at 
regular intervals, are fastened short pieces 
of line about two feet in length, to which 
are attached the hooks, On an ordinary 
trawl there are from 400 to 500 hooks. 

An ordinary fishing smack carries about 
fifteen trawls. When the hshing ground is 
reached the crew is sent out in the dories 
at an early hour, and the trawils, after 
being baited, are set and moored with 
buoys op which are placed flags, so that 
they may be readily found. By the time 
the laet trawls are set the first are ready to 
be pulled in. Then the boats go back, and 
the crew commences to haul in the halfmile 
of line. 

As ihe trawl is hauled in it is carefully 

coiled in a tub, so that the hooks will not 
become tangled up and prevent it from 
running out smoothly, and the fish are un- 
hooked and thrown into the boat. Some- 
times a trawl will be-hauled and only four 
or five fish will be caught, and at other 
times e*hundred or two will be taken from 
a single trawl. 
The trawis are ther set again, and the 
fish already caught are taken to the smack 
and thrown into the well. A second haul- 
ing, and then it is time to go to the smack 
for supper. After supper the crew set to 
work repairing trawls, replacing hooke that 
have been lost and then baiting them for 
the morrow’s fishing. Baiting 7,500 hooks 
before going to bed is no small matter, and 
when the job is finished the crew are ready 
to turn in, to be called outat 3 a. m. to 
begin their day’s work again. 

The spare time of the crew is taken up in 
opening clams to be used in baiting the 
hooks. While the boats are off with the 
trawis the cook is left in charge cf the 
smack and he fishes with a hand line from 
the deck. What fish he catches in this 
manner he gets paid for by the piece. 
Sometimes the boat will be away from the 
smack nearly all night. Trawls get tangled 
and lote of extra work is necessary. This 
routine is gone through daily until enougn 
fish have been caught to pay for coming to 
market. 

The smacksmen areseldom troubled tiwce 
with the same guests, as a visitor usually 
gets satisfied after helping to haul two or 
three trawle. Sinacksmen are well paid in 
vomparison with other classes of sailors, but 
they earn all they receive.

WHEN THE EARTH WAS YOUNG 


i¢ Absorbed the Meat That New, as Coal, 
Keeps Us Warm. 

The average householder does not pause 
to consider the fact that he is keeping his 
dwelling warm by the heat of the sun’e rays 
which fell upon the earth millions of years 
ago. Says Dr. Homer Greene: ‘The 
solar orb of that vanished epoch, bigger 
than it is to-day and hotter, brought forth 
even in this latitude a tropical vegetation 
of wonderful luxuriance. Plants of strange 
kinds—mosses as big as forest trees and 
ferns 30 feet in height—grew up richly 
from the clayey soil and formed dense 
jungles in the vast marshes which covered 
large areas of the surface of this planet. 
Ferns, mosees, and the leaves, branches 
and trunks of trees fell and decayed where 
they grew, only to make the soil more fer- 
tile and the next growth more luxuriant, 
Year after year, century after century, this 
process of growth and decay went on, until 
the heds of vegetable matter thus deposited 
had reached great thickness. 


**But the earth’s body was still shrinking, 
and 1n consequence her crust at times cun- 
tracted and feli in. When it did so the 
land sank throughout vast areas. These 
beds of vegetabie matter went down, and 
over the great marshes the water swept 
again. Over the deposits the sand and mud 
and gravei were laid down anew, and the 
clayey soil from which the nest rich growtn 
would spring was spread out on the surface. 
This process was repeated again and again 
—as often, indeed, as seams of coal in any 
coal-bed. Thus the conditions: for the 
formation of coal were made complete, at- 
mospheric air being entirely excluded, while 
the vegetable beds underwent the process 
of decomposition.”

The methods of curing hay will vary 
with the variety, the stage of advanceme::

In curing hay.the aim should he, first, te 
preserve the natural color of the siieid te 
the greatest possible extent ; second, te 
prevent fading from eunlight, so far as 
practicable, and third, to protect the ha; 
to the greatest extent possible from the 
influence of dews and rain. When hay is 
cured without being put @p in- cocks ot 
coile, the agency of the wind should be 
utilized in curing it eo far as opportuni'; 
may offer to have it so. When the naturai 
color of the hay can be preserved, its aroma

The Roof isthe First Part ef the House 
They Build—Saw and Plane Back- 
ward—The Government Is Liberal and 
Progressive —Beantifal ivory and 
Wood Carving—Hatlway Lined with 
Cherry Trees. 

The quaint and novel scenes in Japan 
grow upon one as he prolongs his stay 
writes correspondent.

The climate being warm in summer the 
working classes wear only a breech cloth, 
and in the interior one sees laborers with- 
out @ gaiment of any kind. The women 
are no more modest than the men. 

Coming down from the interior last week 
I passed a pool where a score of men, 
women and children were bathing together 
and to the surprise of our little party 
particularly the ladies, the entire lot scur. 
ried out to the roadside to see four line of 
jinrikishas pass, To them it was appar- 
ently but natural to be clad ouly as nature 
had provided. 


BUILD THE ROOF FIRST. 


In the winter the Japanese will rot wear 
half as much clothing asa foreigner. But 
then the natural Japanese do everything 
by contraries, viewed through our eyes. 
For .instance, the roof is the first part of 


the house they build. That is constructed 
on the ground snd then the house is buil 
under it, the roof being raised as the con 
struction goes on. This is done in tke con 
struction of houses with several stories as 
well as those with one. 

The Japanese saw and plane backward. 
All their doors slide instead of opening. 
Their tailors make the lining of a suit first 
their booke are printed backward, and you 
read from the rear ; flower are gardeus in 
the rear of the house ; keys turn to the left 
instead of the right ; vehicles and rikis has 
pass to the left; trains run on the left hand 
track, and everything else is contrary to 
our system, except their modern innova- 

tions, patterned upon Western ideas and 
inventions. ib 

Japan is rapidly undergoing a social and 
industrial revolution. She has a military 
system founded upon the best experience 
of France and Germany; navy modelled 
upon the best French and English teachings, 
She has made herself dockyards and built 
and bought steamers for forcign trade, She 
has conetructed railroads throughout her 
country, but she uses the little English 
compartment cars, and as yet has no sieep- 
ing cars, thovgh they are badly needed. 

She has established a cheap and efficient 
telegraph and postal service and a tele- 
phone service in her chief cities, Street 
cars are used in several cities, and in Tokio 
an electric street railroad is to be-con- 
structed. The chief cities are lighted with 
electricity, and, indeed, Japan is becoming 
a thorough Western country. 


LOOKING FORWARD, 


The government is liberal and progres- 
sive, and what private corporations will 
not undertake it does. While it owns the 
telegraph lines and many of the railroads, 


all of which are profitabie, private cot pora- | 


tions own half of the railroads, the tele- 


railroads, Railroads and street 
pay very handsomely, They are operated 
cheaply, and the average Japanese is 80 
daft upon the subject of riding that he will 
spend his last cent to travel toa distant 
town and walk back. The beds of the 
railroads are sodded and beautitied. One 
railroad has 200,000 cherry trees planted 
along the sides, 

There are something like 40,000 public 
schools in Japan. The buildtags are com- 
fortable and education is compulsory.
